Hankins 
Road may 
be belt pick

TWIN FALLS - Twin Foils Highwoy 
District commissioners have abandoned a 
contested proposal for a belt route in 
northeast Twin Falls in favor of a four- or 
five-lane arterial route already provided 
for in the city’s 1993 comprchensivenlan. 

After a series of public meeting and 
written responses on the route proposed by 
a citizens' comminee, the commissioners 
.voted unanimously to designate a different 
' future route for trucks ond residential traf- 
fic, Highway Commissioner Doug' 
Howard said. 

• The new beltway corridor begins at the 
comer of Eastland Drive North and Pole 
Line Road, then continues southeast to a 
point about K of a mile north of the Falls 
Avenue East and Hankins Boulevard inter- 
section. The route continues south on Han- 
kins Boulevard - also known as 3200 East 
•• -to Kimberly Road.

The new route '“won't be a truc'b.elt 
route" because traffic already has many 
entrances onto Hankins Road, but-tbc 
highwoy district wlU try to control addi- 
tional accesses along the road, Howard 
said. .

Gun-toting 
dairyman 
under order

BLISS - The dairyman who allegedly 
flashed a pistol as he ran a slate inspector 
off his land last week has until Friday to 
prove he’s not breaking Idaho water law. 

Jake Bosma has been ordered by the 
Idaho Department of Water Resources to 
reduce hi-s dairy herd to 350 milking cow.s, 
which is the maximum permitted under a 
■’domestic’’ water right. He can wolcr an 
additional 350 non-milking cow.s with an- 
other. historic water right that he has 
claimed in western Gooding County. 

Bosmn will focc a SlOO a doy’ fine if he 
fails to limit the size of his milking herd. 

Some of Bosma’s ncighbogt fear the big 
dairy - designed to occommodate 1,400 
cows - will diminish flows from a spring 
thot provides them with drinking water. 
Tlie Butler family also fears that manure- 
tainted water may seep into the ground 
and contaminate their spring, which ri.tcs 
on 0 slope just downhill of Bosma's land. 

The Butlers have been drinking from the 
spring since 1925. but Bosma's dairy is 
less than a year old. ''

SAN FRANCISCO — Hospi- 
tals across the country arc be- 
ginning to restrict the use of' 
their most potent antibiotics and 
isolate their sickc.st paticnt.s to 
try to stop the evolution of “su- 
per bugs” — germs that resist 
all known drugs. 

Of spec-ial concern is the 
emergence of resistance to van- 
comycin, an antibiotic Utai is 
the sole remaining weapon 
against some of the most lethal 
microbes. 

The spread of drug-rc.sistant 
germs is the No. 1 topic among 
the 12,000 infectious-disOasc 
experts oljhjs week’s Inter- , 
science Conference dii 'Antirhi- 
crobinl Agents and Chemother- 
apy. sponsored by the American 
Society for Microbiology. 

“Wc really are running out of 
tlicrapcuiic options for common 
diseases,” said Dr. Michael 
Schcld. the conference’s pro- 
gram chairman. 

• For patients, the rise of drug- 
resistant germs means that the 
medicine they, get for. their in-... 
fection may not make them bet- 
ter. Qftcn, this is little more 
than an inconvenience. More 
than 100 antibiotics arc noW on 
. the market, and if one fails to 
work, doctors con always 
switch to another.

Bosma *s attorney, Tom Arkoosh 
of Gooding, has accused state in- 
spectors of being affected by what 
he described as "a howling gale" of 
pressure over the Bosma dairy.

vised," Arkoosh said in a letter to 
attorneys for Water Resources and

Bosma is not limited to watering 
his dairy cows from a single do- 
mestic well, Arkoosh insisted. The 
dairyman has three domestic water 
rights on his land, and he can com- 
bine them to provide up to 36,000 
gallons per day, Arkoosh said. 

The Gooding lawyer, also took a

complaints they have lodged over 
Bosma's dairy. 

“Their real purpose, becoming 
ever morb apparent, is-not to protect 
their drinking water supply, but to ■ 
prevent Bosma from operating a 
dairy," he said.

Already, some strains of a rela- 
tively harmless form of bacteria 
called Enterococcus faccium ore re- 
sistant to all antibiotics, Occasional- 
ly, these germs cause lethal bI,ood- 
.streom infe ctio ns. How ever, they 
are usually a danger io only the 
sickest patients-, whose immu'ne sys- 
tems are already weakened. ( 

Far more dangerous is an ex- 
tremely common hospital-spread 
,^bug called Staphylococcus aureus. 
This germ is the leading cause of 
wound infections after surgery and 


often causes pneumonia pnd blood- 
stream infections. 

Unlike cntcrococcal infections, 
which often get better without treat- 
ment, this staph germ can be fatal 
unless killed with drugs. And often, 
the only medicine that will control 
it is vancomycin, which ha.s been on 
tlic market since the 1960s. 

The enterococci carry their van- 
comycin-thwarting ability on tiny 
loops of genetic material called 
.^jlosmids. Expens fear that one of 
..tbese.bugs.wiILpass.its.pIasmid.to'.. 
Staphylococcus pureus, making it 
impervious to the last weapon 
against it. 

“Tlic worst fear we have has not 
happened yet, but there is no guar- 
antee n won't," said Dr. Clyde, 
Thomsbeny, director of MRL Phor- 
maccutical Services in Franklin, 


Tenn., which monitors antibiotic re- 
sistance worldwide. 


Resistant bugs arc most likely to 
afflict the .sickest patients, such os 
those in intcns^c care units and 
cancer wards. Several reports on ef- 
forts to stop the spread of van- 
comycin-rcsistant enterococci to 
these patients were prc.sentcd Mon- 
day. 

Typically, hospitals arc attempt- 
ing to identify patients who already' 
carry resistant enjLcr.ocpc.cJ.whcn 
.they, oa* admitted so. they, can be put_ 
in private rooms or otherwise sepa- 
rated from other patients. 

Some hospitals arc requiring 
stricter use of gloves stid gowns 
when seeing patients. Some sepa- 
rate their staffs, so nurses exclu- 
sively see only patients with or 
without the rc.sistam bacteria.

, Ryan White Act, the federal government’s main source of funding for 
AIDS programs. 

The House bill, approved by voice vote, mokes some changes in 
existing net, including giving states more flexibility to provide n wide 
range of treatments and support services,. . , 

It requires states to provide mandatory AIDS counseling and vblun* 
tary HIV testing for pregnant women and supports state programs 
requiring mandatory HIV testing for newborns. 

It modifies the distribution system that saved 'most of the funding 
for large urban areas that have been hit haridest by the AIDS epidem- 
ic, but ensures that no city currently receiving aid will face a rcduc- 
; tion greater than 1 percent of its 1995 funding level. • _ 

Diflcrcnccs must still be worked out with a Senate version of .the* 
bill passed in July. • •

Department is asking top forensic scientists to 
review the FBI crime lab’s work, now that a 
chemist there has accused the lab of producing 
biased evidence to, help prosecutors. - ' 

The panel the Inspector Gcncml’s ofllcc is seek- 
ing to help with its ongoing probe into the lab prob- 
ably will include fewer than six scientists. Justice 
Department spokesman Carl Stem said Monday. - - 
“They arc going to hire some scientific help to' 
evaluate the quality Of llie work ar the lab because 
no one ot thc IG’s office has the experience or 
expertise to judge that," Stem said, ‘it’s importont 
that, in the end, the public have total confidence in 
the quality of the work at the lab.” 

The Justice Department investigation grew out of 
allegations by FBI Special Agent Frederic 
Whitehurst. 

His allegations of bios' and even manufacturing of 
evidence have called into question several higli-pro- 
filc government cases, from the Oklahoma City and

Whitehurst, demoted from top 
cxplosives-rcsiduc analyst to n 
trainee in paint-chip analysi.s.

The' FBI’s own investigation into Whitehurst's 
claims turned up no evidence of problems in 250 
cases reviewed so far.

Attorney General Janet Reno 
oidcrcd the Justice Deportment’s inspector general lo 
conduct a parallel probe. Newsweek rqjortcd that a 
"blue-ribbon” scientific panel would be a part of that. 


.Stem said ilic inspector general's office is in the 
initial stages of assembling the team of outside 
forcn.sic experts. 

The FBI lab undergoes intense scrutiny in court- 
rooms on a regular basis, he said, as ottomeys for 
the other-side often call on outside forensic experts 
to question government findings. 

"Every time an FBI expert testifies, the quality of 
the- work in the lab is tcsicd by-lhc defense, whicli . 
attempts lo contradict the methodology and find- 
ings,” Stem said. “It has been established as a world 
clas.s facility." 

Under last year’s crime law, tlic DNA pvidcncc 
provided by the FBI lab must bcTShcckcd by “exter- 
nal blind proficiency testing.” but no other consis- 
tent outside checks arc performed. 

The Washington-based lab, with a budget of 
$63.6 million and 557 employees this year, spends 
about half its time performing studies for state and 
local law enforcement agencies dial lack their own 
labs or need additional expertise.

The scientists voted 5-4 for the 
recommendation to the Food and 
Drug Administration after reviewing 
tests that suggested a slightly longer 
survival time for some patients — 
but no cure for the fatal neuromus- 
cular disease that afflicts 30,000 
Americans. 

Tlic FDA usually follows adviso- 
ry committee decisions but is not 
bound by them. 

Tlic drug, riluzolc, appears to help 
people live an extra three months, 
and more than a dozen patients tear- 
fully told the FDA panel that was 
vital. 

■* "Will it cure me? No.” said 
. Donald Simons, a retired Navy 
physicist who was diagnosed with 
the disease In January and now uses 
a wheelchair. "Will it make my life 
better? 1 don’t know, but I can 
hope." 

■ "Our time is running out,” added 
Shirley Butler of Pntladelphia, 
whose husband John is in the 
advanced stages of the disease. 

There is no approved treatment 
. for the illness, amyotrophic loteral 
sclerosis, or ALS. Victims’ life 
expectancy — just three to five

ALS is a nerve disease that debili 
tales patients’ muscles. Starting witli 
such symptoms as weakness or diffi- 
culty in speech or swallowing, it 
eventually paralyzes victims, includ 
ing their muscles responsible for 
breathing. 

Riluzole, developed under the 
trade name Rilutek by Rhone 
Poulenc Rorcr, docs not slow the 
muscle deterioration' or help 
patients' symptoms. But two studies 
of over 1,100 patients show.cd that it 
could slightly prolong their lives. 

Doctors don’t know what causes 
ALS, and the company docs not 
know how Rilutek works in the 
patients it seems to.lielp. According 
to one theory, ALS develops when 
an amino acid called glutamat 
builds up to toxic levels in the brain 
imd Rilutek appears to block gluia 
mate. 

"We recognize it's not 
said James Molt, the company's reg 
ulatory director. "But Rilutek is an 
important therapeutic gain for 
patients with ALS."

HAILEY - Fifteen years ago, 
the federai government identified 
the floodplains which meander 
through-the Wood River Valley. -

The Federal' Emergency

Such changes can be of benefit 
to those property owners deleted 
from the floodpjain but will be 
more costly for owners which will 
find themselves inco,rporated into 
the flood zone and rnust purchase 
flood insurance to secure bank 
loans. 


FEMA ofncials met with Bliiinc 
County commissioners and inter- 
ested ponies last week to discuss 
the issuance and use of their 
updated maps. 

Monday the commiSsfeoers 
decided to draft an* interim ordi- 
nance which would adopt the pre- 
liminary FEMA maps fbr use until 
FEMA's Hnal maps are ready next 
April.

The “Corporate Finance" magazine pub- 
lished by Financial World listed Idaho 
among eight states atop its “Gauging the 
Open Arms Race" report in the Fall issue. 

Writer Ellen Benoit said some states are 
doing considerably better than others in 
building a rcputatioli among business plan- 
ners 05 top relocation targets. 


“Sure, companies wont a soft touch, but 
increasingly they’re heeding state develop- 
ment ofticials who say the smartest course 
is one that improves the overall business 
climate,” Benoit said. 

Idaho received a top ranking for income- 
franchise tax credits, property tax exemp- 
tion and preferred financing. The state 
received a secondary rating for sales tax 
exemptions, and zero for job training 
gfonts. 

That made it one’ of eight states with a 
rating of 1 1, pn top of the business incen- 


tive listings. 

Others were Alabama. California. 
Delaware, Indiana. New Jersey, Ohio and 
West Virginia. 

Utah and Woshirigton received 7 points 
in the list, with top marks for property tax 
exemptions, zero for job training grants and 
lower ratings for the other categories. 

Oregon, Montana and Nevada ranked 
next with 6 points overall and Wyoming 
was among four states with the lowest rat- 
ings, 5 points.
